Chandra Shekhar Azad was a great revolutionary who lived 
and died for the motherland. When Ramprasad Bismil, the 
leader of Uttar Pradesh revolutionaries was caught and 
hanged by the British for his role in the Kakori conspiracy, 
Azad assumed the leadership. 


Azad eluded the British for ten years. Together with his 
band of dedicated young men he fought to liberate India from 
the foreign rulers, The activities of Azad and his asso- 
Ciates contributed in no small measure to the awakening of 
the, Indian masses —a task which the national leaders of the 
day were trying to achieve through peaceful means. 


Azad had a strong physique, plenty of common sense and 
patriotic zeal. The British described him as a terrorist, But 
he considered himself a freedom fighter. Though the national 
leaders of the time did not approve of his cult of violence 
they had great affection and tegard for Azad. No less a 
Person than Jawaharlal Nehru helped him with money. When 
Azad died a martyr’s death, Smt. Kamala Nehru took a 
leading part in getting his body released from police custody 
and made arrangements for the funeral. 


Today, there stands a statue of this great revolutionary 


at Alfred Park in Allahabad where he fought his last battle 
and died.
